Tin» w indow s of Korean h ouses 
consist of w ooden latticed fram es 
covered w ith paper sufficiently tr a ns ­ 
parent, t<> adm it th e ligh t. Oil iMqtor 
about 
ontv p ta rte r t>f an inch in 
th ickness is pasted oil th e floors in­ 
stead of carp ets or m ats, w h ile la n­ 
terns of all sh apes and sizes are 
m ade out of pajx'r, as are also fans 
and tobacco pouch es. 
Oil paper is ust» d for m a k ing th e 
Conical rain h ats wh ich are fastened 
to th e ordina ry black h at in wot 
w eath er, and large oil coats or m ack ­ 
intosh es a re m ade of th e sam e m a ­ 
terial. 
A very th ick kind of paper 
is used for m ak ing boxes and trunk s, 
w h ich a re strong enough to h old 
h eavy articles, such as cloth es, etc, 
Th o m a nufa c ture of a coarse sort 
of paper is enrrtt'd on outside th e 
north gate of Seoul 
in a valley 
ill rough w h ich runs a stream 
Old 
rags and 
paper of all kinds are 
brough t out from th e city and first 
placed in a large tub a t th e side of 
th e .stream, w h ere th ey are th or­ 
ough ly w ash ed iiutl ¡ill th e dirt and 
ink 11« *441 * » it out of th em 
T h e clone m aterials are th e n ear 
ried to 
¡4 long wooden trough , w h ere 
th ey are stam p ed into a pulp by m en 
w h o dance on th e m ass w ith th eir 
bare feet, m uch 1 n th e sam e w ay os 
th o juice ts pressed out of th e grjij« » 
in F rance and Spam. 
Th o w ate r is th en allowed to run 
oil’, and th e w h ite pulp is th row n 
into a largo wooden tank full of wa 
tor sligh tly w arm ed lit w inte r to 
p revent free zing 
A fter th e pulp h as soaked for an 
h our or so th e w orkm en t a k e n h am 
Imo m a t about four foot long and 
flirt mi feet broad, wh ich th ey place 
on a wood on fram e and dip into th e 
tank, one m anip ulator sta nding on 
each side. 
Th e fram e is alm ost iiu 
m ediately taken out, covered w ith a 
th in layer ot w h ite pulp, w h ich is 
th row n neatly on to a doth at th e 
side. 
T h e bam boo m a t is th e e poded 
off, so as to leavo 
¡1 sm ooth sh e e t of 
pulp beh ind. 
Again th e fra m e is 
dipped 
in, 
and anoth er sh eet 
is 
th row n on top of th e lirst one, and 
so oil till th ere is a pile several feet 
ill h eigh t 
T h e sh eets of p u lp a r e 
th en laid out in bundles to dry in 
th o sun. 
W h en sufficiently h ard, th e sh eets 
an» cut up into sm all strip s ami 
placed in a m >1 h er wooden tub p re­ 
paratory to being worked over again. 
Th e second process is exactly th *» 
sam e its th e lirst, except th at th o 
roots and 1 h e seeds of a certain plant 
called “ tukpool, " or starch wood, are 
put into th e w ater to m ake it glu 
tinous and th us render th e pap« tr 
tough and durable. 
W h en th o sh eets a re alm ost dry, 
th ey are tak en singly and spread out 
on h flat slab of granite, w h ere men

T h e titter kinds of paper a re not 
m a nufac ture d at,» Seoul, h ut at differ 
ent places in th e south ern provinces 
Th ey a re m ade by sim ply soaking 
th e “ tukp ool" plant, in w ater and 
extra cting th e starch .
